Revenues sheet and questioned the correctness of the commercial properties values. Mr. Jamieson 
reported that public information requests to the Assessors for land values of commercial properties have 
still not been furnished from the spring this year. 

Mr. Byrne responded that this is a Property Tax Classification hearing and the public information request 
complaint should be taken to a Board of Assessors Meeting to be addressed. 

Mr. Feeley, Chairman of the Board of Assessors responded that the Town and the State are in agreement 
that the properties values are correct in the Tax Classification Documents. 

Mr. Loreti, resident of 56 Adams St., questioned the commercial properties values and does not agree that 
they are at full value. He asked the Selectmen to consider in future years the current undervalue of 
commercial properties.

If you have a question or concern about aviation-related noise at Boston Logan, please complete Massport’s online 
form . First-time users will have to register on the portal before submitting their initial complaint. 

You may also call Massport’s Noise Complaint Line at (617) 561-3333. This line is staffed by Massport’s Noise 
Abatement Office from 6:00 am to 5:00 pm on business days. 

Calls during off hours, weekends and holidays, utilize an automated Noise report/message line for the Noise 
Abatement staff by calling 617-561 -3333. 

For answers to some of Massport’s most frequently asked questions, please check out the Noise FAQ’s . You may 
also find it helpful to read about How Logan Operates. 

When a complaint is reported, the date and time are researched and a response is generated- typically within 3 to 4 
weeks. The report will normally include information (e.g., aircraft operations, altitude relative to complainant’s 
address, meteorological information, runways in use and background information if appropriate). There are limits to 
the type of information can be provided for non-Logan Flights, such as helicopters and small propeller aircraft. Please 
note that repetitious e-mails within a very short time period will be treated as one general report of noise disturbance.

I am Peter Jones of 61 Henderson Street, Arlington. 


I am writing to urge you to keep up continued pressure on the FAA to reverse 
their unfair decision to implement the RNAV SID system for take offs at 
Boston Logan. 


The recent implementation of the RNAV SID for runway 33L has completely 
changed the way that aircraft are directed over our neighborhood and this is 
now having an enormous impact on our lives here. 


As you are probably aware, before the RNAV implementation, aircraft departing 
runway 33L were fairly distributed around the communities to the North-West 
of Boston - as shown in this diagram of recent departures from 33L where 
green lines are flight paths taken before the RNAV implementation.

Since the implantation of the RNAV - flight paths as shown by blue lines - 
all aircraft from runway 33L are directed to the same GPS point in the sky 
(TEKKK), before the majority of these turn and head west directly above our 
street. 


It would help to impress upon the FAA that this change has had a major and 
more than 'significant' impact on the lives of all of the people now living 
underneath this skyway. 


How could a group of forward thinking people agree that this is a reasonable 
solution to a problem? Take an issue (airplane noise and pollution) and 
spread this fairly around the communities so that it only has a minor impact 
on any one given area (we often had aircraft above our house, but never 
complained since we saw this as a necessary burden living so close to Boston) 
- or, focus that issue onto just one corridor of communities so that their 
lives are impacted severely and continuously day after day, from early 
morning till late at night. Which would you choose? 






























I have already submitted a number of complaints this morning to the MassPort 
online system - Typically I am not a complainer, but I have no other choice. 
Sunday morning around 7 am I was again awoken by a continuous stream of loud 
and intrusive aircraft above our house. At 8.39 am for 1 hour my wife and I 

counted 24 large, loud and intrusive aircraft over our house. We have had 

many more since then and will likely have a total over 200 today. While the 
average noise level this morning will be below the arbitrary 65DNL that the 
FAA considers meaningful, it is the continuous interruption of peace that is 
the most impactful. At periods where the aircraft is over our house, it is 
very loud, and then it goes quiet for a minute, then loud again. So of 

course, the average is below 65. But an average sound level gives a totally 

false sense of the real impact of the constant coming and going of the 
noise. 


Please consider this and impress upon the FAA that the current situation is 
totally unfair and disregards the basic human rights of those people who now 
shoulder the entire burden of the airport take offs in the north-westerly 
direction. 


By way of introduction to the neighborhood: My wife and I work in the 
scientific research hub in Kendall Square, Cambridge. We often need to read 
scientific journals and formulate ideas while at home - it's part of who we 
are. My wife is also studying for her PhD at Boston University. Two of our 
close neighbors are MIT professors, teaching the current generation of 
talented students. Another neighbor is an elementary school teacher, teaching 
the next generation of talented students. Across the street our neighbor has 
a newborn child - will they want to stay here living underneath the skyway 
with constant excessive noise and pollution? All of us need to be on our game 
during the day, and need time for peace at home, for sleep at night, for rest 
at weekends. Before the RNAV, this wonderful neighborhood provided all of 
that. Flights still used to take off from Logan across our neighborhood, but 
they were not channeled like a flood down our street! Please do what you can 
to reverse this decision and give us our lives back.

Allocation in Runways 


Each region/community has their own unique challenges and issues. 
MSP (Categorical Exclusion of EAfor RNAV), Milton (Arrivals on runway 
4Ly4R, 33L, 27), NYC (helicopters), lower DNL standards (55) for 
expanding abatement programs. 









The Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) 

• The Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) is the national 
aviation authority of the United States. An agency of the 
United States Department of Transportation, it has 
authority to regulate and oversee all aspects of American 
civil aviation. 

• The FAA controls all flight operations at Logan once the 
aircraft leaves the runway. 

• The FAA is governed by The Subcommittee on Aviation of 
the Flouse Transportation and Infrastructure Committee. 

• Last funding authorization - a $63 billion bill was passed 
for the agency in 2012 is currently set to expire in 
September 2015. Reauthorization hearings started in Nov. 


Options going forward 

• Get the FAAto change how they make a determination of 
“significant impact” in regard to new technologies like RNAV 
(possibly adopt use of supplemental N70 metric). For 
BelmontAA/atertown and 33L RNAV: any changes in 
determination of impact would require re-doing the 
Environmental Assessment. 

• Encourage the FAAto make voluntary modifications to 33L 
RNAV procedures to introduce greater variability in flight paths 
and altitudes. 

• Support push for acceleration of deadlines for airlines to use 
quieter engines. 

• How? FAA is up for Congressional Reauthorization in Sept. 
2015. Hearings by the Transportation Committee have already 
started. Work with Quiet Skies Caucus and other regions to get 
airplane noise and RNAV on the agenda for a hearing.
